any one was discovered to be worthy of cen- 
su*e it was not to be withheld no m atter who 
was affected.

I called up both attendants, Ed 
Peterson and August Brec-kinan, and they 
explained that Combs, with tw o other pa­ 
tients, was on a plank stretched across tw o 
(•Dtp ladders w ashing off the cailfiig. 
They 
naid they were both busy about tbe halls 
in other 
rooms, 
cleaning 
up, so that 
the beds could be returned to the rooms, 
aud then they saw Coombs coiniag ou t of

com m unicate with the different dead houses 
is the work of hours. 
At G o’clock in the 
evening tbe 030th body had been received 
at the Cambria City d* posttory for corpses. 
KEJiN VII.I.e’s DESOLATION. 
K ek nytlle, Pa., June 3 —Kernville is in a 
deplorable condition.

A Munich firm has marie acarriuge 
prop<4leri by jras, which it generates 
from benzine or analagous inaterial- 
The motor, which is not visible from 
the outside, in placed in the rear of 
the three-wheeled carriage over the 
main axle, and the lienzine used in its 
propulsion is carried in a closed cop’ 
p*T receptiible secured under the seat 
from which it passes drop by drop to j broke in the center at 3 o’clock on Friday 
the generator, and which 
holds 
enough benzine for a journey of about 
seventv-five miles. The gas mixture 
is ignited in a closed cylinder by 
iffoans of an electric spark. After re­ 
gulating the admission ot the gas, 
the m otor can l>e started by simply 
turning a hand lever. Power is ap­ 
plied by the medium of a link chain 
belted to a toothed wheel on the rear 
axle. The speed of the m otor can lx* 
increased or diminished a t will by 
turning the lever backward and for­ 
ward, and it can be stopped by pul­ 
ling on the lever. Tho vehicle is 
steered iu the same manner as a tri­ 
cycle, by a small front wheel. It cjiii 
attain a speed of about ten miles an 
hour, but in crowded streets it can be 
made to move as slowly as an or­ 
dinary vehicle. A quart of benzine is 
sufficient for an hour’s trip.

I found him lying in a crib in a very natural, 
easy attitude, almost as if be were asleep, 
with his clothing on, but opened at the cheat, 
and his shoes standing outside the door of 
bi* room. 
I called up both attendants, EJ 
Peterson and August Brockman, and they 
explained th at Combs, with two other pa­ 
tients, was on a plank stretched across two 
-top ladder* w ashing off tbe ceiling. They

the bed* could be returned to tbe rooms, 
aud then they saw Coomb* coining out of

“All indication* point to the fact 
that the death list will reach over 5,000 
mimes, nnd in my opinion the missing will 
reach 8,000 in num ber.” declared Gen. D. H. 
Hastings io-Tiieb t At present there are said 
lo be 2.200 recovered bodies. 
The great 
difficulty experienced in getting a correct 
list is the gn at number of morgue*. 
There 
is no central bureau of information, and to 
comm unicate with the different dead houses 
is the w ork of hours. 
At ti o’clock in the 
evening the 030th body had been received 
at the Cambria City d* pository for corp*es. 
KEHN VIELE’* DESOLATION.

Carriages Run by Gas. 
A Munich finn baa made Beam age 
propelled by jras, which it generates 
from U-nzine or analagous rnaterial- 
The motor, which is not visible from 
the outside, is placed iti th© rear of 
the throe-wheeled carriage over the 
main axle, and the lienzine used in its 
propulsion is carried in ti closed cop’ 
per receptable secured under the seat 
from which it passes drop by drop to 
the generator, and which 
holds 
enough benzine foraiourney of about 
seveutv-five miles. The gas mixture 
is ignited in a closed cylinder bv 
means of an electric spark, After re­ 
gulating tile admission of the gas, 
the motor can be started by simply 
turning a hand lever. Power is ap­ 
plied b v the medium of a link chain 
hilted to a toothed wheel on the rear 
axle. The speed of the m otor can he 
increased or diminished a t will by 
turning the lever backward and for­ 
ward, aud it can bo stopped by pul­ 
ling on the level*. Tho vehicle is 
steered in the same manner as a tri­ 
cycle, by a small front wheel. It can 
attain a sjiecd of about ten miles an 
hour, but in crowded streets it can be 
made to move as slowly as an or­ 
dinary vehicle. A quart of lienzine is 
sufficient for an hour’s trip.

MINNESOTA CULLINGS. 
Primitive Telegraphs 
As is well known the Indians of our 
continent use rising smoke to #ive 
signals to distant friends. 
A small 
fire is started, and, as soon as it 
burns fairly well, grass and leaves 
are heaped on top of it. 
Thus a 
large column of steam and smoke 
rises. 
By covering the fire with a 
blanket the rising of the smoke is 
i interrupted at regular intervals, and 
the successive clouds are used for 
conveying messages. 
Explorations 
in the Congo basin have shown that 
the system of drum signals prevails 
throughout central Africa. The Iia- 
kuba use large wooden drum, on 
which different tones are produced 
with two drum sticks. 
Sometimes 
the natives “converse” in this way 
for hours, and from the energy dis­ 
played by the drummers and the 
rapidity of the successive blows, it 
seemed that the conversation was 
very animated. 
The same use of 
drums isfound in New Guinea. From 
the rhythm and rapidity of the blows 
tin? natives know at once whether 
an attack, a death, or a festival is 
announced. The same tribe use col­ 
umns of smoke or (at night ( fires to 
convey messages to distant friends. 
The latter are also used in Australia. 
Columns of smoke of different forms 
ureused for signals by the inhabi­ 
tants of (Tij>e York and the neighbor­ 
ing islands. 
In Victoria hollow trees 
are filled with fresh leaves which are 
lighted. The signals thus made are 
understood by their friends.

just previous to her entrance to it. 
Bearing this and accompanied by 
the prime minister, she marched to 
the palace portal, where she dipped 
a branch into the water and sprinkled 
the spectators as they pass along, 
which gave them the satisfaction of 
feeling that they have in a measure 
shared in the dangers which thequeen 
as the head ot the nation had boldly 
confronted.—New York Telegram.

Dr. Grassi is said to have math? 
an important, and by no means 
jileasant, discovery, in regard t*> 
flies. 
It was always recognized 1 hat 
these insi'i ts might carry t !i-* gern 
of infection on their wings or feet, but 
it was not known that thcvnrecapa . 
ble of taking in at the mouth su h 
objects as the ova of various worms, 
and of dischngargi them again un­ 
changed in their fieces. 
This point 
has now been established, and a *veral 
striking exjieriments illusirate 
it. 
Dr. Grassi exposed in his laboratory 
a plate containing a great numln r *>t 
the eggs of a human parasite, the 
tricocephalus dispar. Some sheds 
of white paper were pla-ed in the 
kitchen, 
which 
stands about ten 
metre's from the laboratory. 
After 
some hours, the usual little spots 
produced by the fa ces of fiics were 
found on the paper. 
These spots, 
when examined by the microscope, 
were found to contain some of th** 
eggs of the tricocephlus. 
Some of 
the flies themselves were* then caught, 
and their intestines presented large 
number of the ova. Similar experi­ 
ments with the ova of the oxyuris 
and of the ta nia solium afforded cor­ 
responding results. Shortly after the 
flies had some mouldy cream, tie- 
oidium lactis was found in their 
faeces. Dr. Grassi mentions an inno­ 
cuous and yet conclusive experiment 
that every one can try. 
Sprinkle a 
little lycopodium on sweetened water, 
and afterwards examine the fa*ees 
and the intestines of the flies. 
Num­ 
erous spores will be found. 
As Hies 
nre by no means particular in choos­ 
ing either a place to feed or a place 
to defecate, often selecting m entor 
food for the purpose, a somewhat 
alarming vision of possible conse­ 
quences is raised. 
Dr. Grassi invites 
the attention of naturalists to the 
subject, und hopes that some effec­ 
tual means of destroying flies may 
be discovered.

As is well known the Indians of our 
continent use rising smoke to give 
signals to distant friends. A small 
fire is started, and, as soon as it 
burns fairly well, grass and leaves 
ara heaped on top of it. 
Thus a 
large column of steam and smoke 
rises. 
By covering the fire with a 
blanket the rising of the smoke is 
interrupted at regular intervals, and 
the successive clouds are used for 
conveying messages. 
Explorations 
in the Congo basin have shown th at 
the system of drum signals prevails 
throughout central Africa. The Ba- 
kuba use large wooden drum, on 
which different tones are produced 
with two drum sticks. 
Sometimes 
the natives ‘ converse” in this way 
for hours, and from the energy dis­ 
played by the drummers and the 
rapidity of the successive blows, it 
seemed th at the conversation was 
very animated. 
The same use of 
drums is found in New Guinea. From 
the rhythm and rapidity of the blows 
the natives know at once whether 
an attack, a death, or a festival is 
announced. The same tribe use col­ 
umns of smoke or (at night) fires to 
convey messages to distant friends. 
The latter are also used in Australia. 
Columns of smoke of different forms 
are used for signals by the inhabi­ 
tants of Cape York and the neighbor­ 
ing islands. In Victoria hollow trees 
are filled with fresh leaves which are 
lighted. The signals thus made are 
understood bv their friends. I ii east­ 
ern Australia the move of a traveler 
were made known by columns of 
smoke, and so was the discovery of a 
whale in Cortland bav.—Science.
